The Astoria Regatta, now in its 94th year, would never 
have gotten off the ground if it wasn't for the people who 
saw the need for a community celebration. And it's still 
the people who make the Astoria Regatta buzz with 
activities for an entire week. 

Besides the hundreds of volunteers who work on the 
parades, the fireworks, the booths, the dances, the rose 
planting and the whole year of events that lead to the 
crowning of the Regatta queen, there are a handful of 
people who dedicate their entire year to seeing that the 
Regatta is a success. 

One of this people for the 1988 Regatta festivities is 
Regatta Association President Victor Kee. Kee is well 
known in Astoria and in Clatsop County as a real estate 
agent and associate broker for Sunburst Realty. A life- 
time resident of Astoria, he was honored for the second 
time this year as Clatsop County Realtor of the Year. 

Kee attended both Astoria Central and Astoria High 
School. He lives in the Lewis and Clark area with his 
wife and four children.

Ann Everton, Regatta Queen 1987. Queen Cheryl says 
she has made many friends in the numerous places she 
has travelled to during her reign. "The countless experi- 
ences I've encountered have added more to my develop- 
ment than I ever thought possible,” 
she says.
